Lohrer’s locker was searched, but there 
was nothing in his clothing by which 
identity could be established.

INCLUDED IN LETTER. 

Miss Youker included the assertion in 
the letter she wrote and signed and 
sent to Orpet in jail early in May in 
an effort to aid the lawyers for the 
state in decoying a confession from the 
defendant before he was placed on 
trial for the murder of the Lambert 
girl. 

She reminded Orpet that he had made: 
the threat in her presence. The mem- 
ory of it, she said, convifced her that | 
whatever he had doné had been for love 
of her. A 

This and the rest of her letter orig- 


form by State’s Attorney David R. 
Joslyn of McHenry county, called in 

a special prosecutor in the Orpet 
case. 

After Mr. Joslyn had made certain 
changés in his draft at Miss Youker’s re- 
quest, the latter copied it and gave it to 
her sister-in-law, Mré Marguerite 
Youker, to deliver. 


MRS. YOUKER WITNESS. 

It all came out yesterday, but only a 
part of the revelations reached the ears 
of the jury. The defertise closed its case 
within half an hour after the morning 
session began, and the prosecution called 
Mré. Youker aé ite first witness.

Miss Youker said she 
found her love for Orpet had not been af- 
fected by her reluctant belief in his guilt, 
but that she was not well enough to visit

been a hardship, so that she welcomed 
Marguerite’s (Mrs. Youkér’s) offer to 
carry 4 note to him. 

Joslyn, she said, had visited her and 
teld her that the state had all her letters 
to Orpet. How, she asked, could Will 
have given them up? She felt,’she said, 
that Orpet’s terrible deed had been done 
for her sake, but this, she declared, she 
found infinitely harder to bear than his re- 
lations with Marion.

PRUSSIA GUARD LOSES. 


BULLETIN. 


LONDON, July 8, 3:40 a. m. 
French troops to the number 
of 4,500 have disembarked at 
Petra Bay, Mytilene, according 
to a dispatch to the Daily Mai!

{It is probable the latest landing of 
French troops is for the purpose of re- 
euperation in preparation for the expect- 
ed allied drive from Saloniki, for which 
nearly 700,000 troops have been collected 
in that port.)

LONDON, July 7.—The British 
troops today drove their way forward 
at practically every point on the front 
to the north of the Somme, and tonight 
the result of the all day battle shows 
they have made the greatest gains since 
the opening of the “ big offensive.” 

The attacks talay were made in the 
face of the added handicap of the dle 
ments. The tortential rains of the last 
two days continued and the tegiments 
of English, Scotch, and Irish were 
forced to plow their way through deep 
mire and over flooded trenches. 

STORM “LEIPZIG REDOUBT.” 

One of the most important gains wae 
the storming of the Leipzig redoubt to 
the south of the villlage of Thiepval 
This position has constitute! one of the 
main defenses of the Germans in the 
Somme region for the last twenty 
months. 

Farther south the British charged 
over 500 yards of German trepiches, line 
after line, and captured the greater 
part of the vilage of Ovillers. The 
Germans hold some of the outlying 
houses and fierce hand to hand fighting 
was in progress at the time the report 
was filed from the British headquarters 


MANY TRENCHES 


East of the village of La Boisselle onb 
troops this afternoon captured a labyrinth 
ef trenches, 5.000 yards in length and 
with a depth of more than 500 yards. This 
advance was in addition to the taking of 
1,000 yards of German trenches in the first 
rush of the Britsh troops when the bat- 
tle opened at dawn this morning. 

To the north of Fricourt two fortified

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woods and three lines of trenches today 
were wrested from the hands of the enemy. 
At Contalmaison our men repulsed sey- 
eral desperate counter attacks by the 
enemy, which were led by the Prussian 
guards, the flower of the German army.

HEAVY FIGHTING AT VERDUN. 
There were no infantry engagements oh 
the French front on either side of the 
Somme today, but the fighting in the re- 
gion of Verdun was resumed on a large 
scale, with the Germans on the offensive. 
Several German attacks were made on 
the French positions at Thiaumont, to the 
northeast of the city. One of them suc- 
ceeded in penetrating the first line of 
French trenches in the region of Thiau- 
mont work. Counter attacks resulted 
in regaining some of the ground, but the 
official report issued by the ministry of 
war in Paris tonight admitted that the 
Germans still hold *“ Thiaumont work, 
the keystone of the defense in this 
sector of the Verdun line. The French 
still hold positions in the immediate vicin- 
ity, from which they threaten the posses 
sion of the work by the enemy. 


FRENCH EARN A REST. 
In the Somme district the Germans 


continue counter attacks today and the 
French were left unmolested to make 
eareful preparations for the second phase 
of their offensive. In accordance with 
the new strategy of the allies the second 
thrust of the French will not begin until 
the British have advanced their line. 
Another reason that the Gerrhans were 
obliged to hold their hand is that they 
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fons which were thrown out of gear by 
he rapidity of the French drive. 
Chaulnes, the great junction on the 
Amiens - Reims- Chaumont transverse 
railroad, upon which the German de- 
pended for concentrating troops, is now 
to longer safe. Reinforcements and sup- 
iiieg are being detrained farther east at 
Wesle, Voyennes, and Ham, which points 
ire being incessantly bombarded by 
French aeroplanes. The latter two sta- 
jonsa were completely burned yesterday 
ind the track damaged. 


BOTH SIDES LOSE HEAVILY. 

Little is known here of the losses 
which have been suffered by the British 
m their attacks on the Somme. The 
iret casualty list was published tonight 
ind names 200 officérs, of whom twenty- 
lve were killed.

It now is the Germans’ turn to 
pulverize the ruins, and they are de- 
stroying what remains of the shattered 
relica. 


“ Everywhere are dead. Behind a de- 
molished parapet a German grenadier 
still holds a grenade clutched in his dead 
hand. Further along is a group of three 
German infantrymen, torn to pieces by 


Walls. In every'corner and in the holes 
made by the shells are dead and still more 
dead. 

“The battle continues not far off and 
grenade fighting is going on. We plainly 
hear the repeated explosions of these pro- 
Jectiles. German shells keep falling 


the village. 


Talks with Prisoners.

ONDON, July 7.—The official re- 
port issued by the war office to- 
night was as follows: 
Despite stubborn resistance 
on the part of the enemy, 
our infantry, well assisted by our 
artillery, have pushed their advance 
and gained several important suc- 


cesses. | 

South’ of Thiepval, after a fierce pre- 
liminary bombardment, a further por- 
tion of the immensely strong work 
known as the Leipzig redoubt was 
carried by assault. This redoubt ts 
situated In a salient of the German 
line, and the enemy has exerted all 
his ingenuity over its fortification 
during the last twenty months. 

Farther south one of our brigades 
forced its way across 500 yards of 
the German front line trenches into 
the enemy's defenses in Ovillers. 
Fierce fighting now is in progress 
for possession of the village. 

Following our successes of last 
night east of La Boisselle, we ad- 
vanced our line over a maze of Ger- 
man trenches on a front of nearly 
2,000 yards to a depth of 500 yards. 

~ 

North of Fricourt, linking up with 
the above attack, we drove the enemy 
from two woods and three lines of 
trencges. 

About 10 a. m the Prussian Guards 
were thrown into the fight east of 
Contalmaison in a desperate effort 
to force us back. The attack was 
crushed by our fire. The enemy sub- 
sequently fell back to the north, 
leaving 700 prisoners of various reg!- 
ments in our hands. About noon our 
infantry carried the village of Con- 
talmaison by storm, but were sub- 
sequently forced out again by a strong 
counter attack. 

The enemy’s casualties today must 
have been very severe. Large num- 
bers of troops retiring over the open 
were caught by our artillery, and 
the village of Bazentin-le-Petit was 
heavily shelled at a time when it was 
seen to be full of German reserves. 

An officer prisoner states that his 
battalion came under a raking ma- 
chine gun fire from one of our aero- 
planes, which was fiying over the 
battlefield at an altitude of 3,000 feet. 
Shortly afterward the same battalion 
was heavily shelled by our long range 
guns. 

Heavy rain has been falling through- 
out the day, and the sodden ground , 
and flooded state of the trenches 
added to the difficulty experienced by 
our troops. ‘

Last night the enemy heavily bom- 
barded our new positions at Bernaf- 
fay and Montauban and near La 
Boisselle, using in some places lach- 
rymatory shells.

RUSSO-JAPANESE| 
CONVENTION FOR 
MUTUAL SAFETY 


Both Nations Pledge Ald to De- 
fend Rights in East—Ger- 
many Target, Is Belief. 


TOKIO, July 7.—The Japanese toreign 
| Office today announced as the substance 
of the Russo-Japanese convention signed | 
at Petrograd on July 3 the following: | : 
First—Japan will take part in no ar- | 
rangement or political combinatjon di- | 
rected against Russia. Russia will take 
part in no arrangement or political com- | 
bination directed against Japan. : 
Second—In case the territorial rights or | 
apecial interests in the far east of one 
of the contracting parties, which are rec- 
ognized by the other contracting parties, 
are menaced, Japan and Russia will con- 
sult with each other on measures to adopt 
with a view to supporting or extending 
assistance for the safeguarding and de- 
fense of these rights and interests. 


U. S. Trade Not Affected. 

To a question from the Associated 
Presse representative as to what effect the 
alliance would have upon the open door 
and the integrity of China, the foreign 
office replied: 

“ The convention is effectually an em- 
phasis upon and an extension of the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance based upon the 
territorial integrity of China, whoseopen 
door and integrity are now endangered. 
American trade and interests are in no- 
wise affected.”’ 

The accord, which is virtually an alli- 
ance, is regarded here as of historic im- 
portance as concerns the future develop- 
ment of the far east and world politics 
generally. It ends a long period of hos- 
tility between the two empires, which 
culminated in the Russo-Japanese war, 
and strengthens the position of Japan as 
a first class power. It is understood the 
term of the convention is ten years. 


Aimed at German Influence? 

The impression in Tokio is that the 
convention is framed to meet attempts 
at the extension of German influence in 
the far east, believed to be undesirable, 
while the hands of both powers are 
strengthened in dealing with the situation 
in China. ; 

Englishmer’ and Frenchmen claim that 
the accord will check efforts at German 
aggrandizement after the war and pre- 
vent China becoming the cause of a new 
international turmoil.

LONDON, July 7.—Francis -W. Hirst, 
the financial writer, in his valedictory 
upon resigning the editorship of the Lon- 
don Economist after a tenure of nine 
years, says: 

“In my view the financial fabric of 
western Europe is in imminent peril. and 
in a few more months if-will no longer 
be possible to disguise the bankrupt con- 
dition of several great nations. | 

“ Civilization, as- we have known it. 
and representative institutions are 
doomed, unless through the exertions 
of individuals the rights, without which 
an Englishman at any rate will hardly 
care to live, are speedily restored. To 
this end freedom and independence must 
somehow be won back for parliament 
and the prese.”’ 

Mr. Hirst has been an opponent of the 
restrictions enforced by the defense of 
the realm act and secret “ diplomacy.” 
Replying to the Times, which states that 
he imparted to #he Economist a distress- 
ing pacifist policy, he saye: : 

“In plain English I am accused of 
being a peacemaker. The accusation is 
not distressing to me. I plead guilty to 
the charge. It has been my prinvipal ob- 
ject during the last yeaf to prepare the 
public mind for peace by separating pas- 
sion and fiction from reason and fact, and 
if I could believe I had hastened its ad- 
vent by one day and saved the precious 
lives and limbs lost in twenty-four hours,

Austrian Army Begins Retreat.

PETROGRAD, July.7.—The retirement 
of Gen. von Bothmer’s army westward 
from between the Stripa and Zlota Lipa 
rivers has begun. With the occupation 
by the Russians of the east bank of the 
KoroPice river, which parallels the Stripa 
twelve miles to the west, and a further 
advance by Gen. Brussiloff between“the 
Dniester and the Pruth, Von Bothmer's 
position became untenable. 

According to Col. Shumsky, the military 
critic of the Bourse Gazette, Gen. von 
Bothmer is hurriedly moving his troops 
in the direction of Stanislau, the impor- 
tant railroad center’ sixty miles south of 
Lemberg. Col. Shumsky believes that 
the German general proposes to make a 
stand on a line from Stanislau to Halicz. 

Commenting on the battle on the Kolki- 
Czartorysk front, where the Russians yes- 
terday captured 2,300 prisoners, Col. 
Shumsky says: “ This is the firat time 
that a large force of Germans has been 
put to flight.” He gives as one reason 
for this the fact that the Germans have 
been driven to employ young and unseéa- 
soned troops and officers. 


Russian Official Report. 
The official communication issued by 
the war office today says: 

The battles west of the lower Styr 
are continuing with much success for 

ue. In the Galusia-Otptovo-Voltcetzk 
region we have taken possession of 
fortified German positions. The en- 
emy took flight under the fire of our 
artillery.

“Laws and regulations prohibiting 
trading with the enemy shall be brought 
into accord, for this purpose: 

“(a) The allies will prohibit their own 
subjects and citizens and all persons re- 
siding in their territories from carrying on 
any trade with the inhabitants of enemy 
countries of whatever nationality, or with 
enemy eubjects, wherever res.dent, per- 
sons, firms, and companies whose busi- 
ness is controlled wholly or partially by 
enemy fubjects or subject to enemy influ- 
ence. whose names will be Included in a 
special list.

- The allies decide to take the necessary 
stepe without delay to render themselves 
independent ofenemy countries in so far as 
regards raw materials and manufactured 
articles essential to the normal develop- 
ment of the economic activities. These 
measures will be directed to assuring the 
ingependence of the allies hot only eo far 
as concerns sources of supply but also as 
regards their financial, commercial, and 
maritime organization. 

‘The allies will adopt such measures 
as seem .o them most suitable for the 
carrying out of this resolution according 
to*the nature of the commodities and hav- 
ing regard to the principles which govern 
their econoniic policy. They may, for 
example, have recourse to either enter- 
prises subsidized and directed or con- 
trolled by the governments themselves 
or to the grant of financial assistance for 
the encouragement of scientific and tech- 
nical.research and the development of na- 
tional industries and resources, or to 
customs duties or prohibitions of a tem- 
porary or permanent character, or to a 
combination of these different methods.

He said 
he had analyzed three samples for cya- 
‘nogen calculated as potassium cyanide; 
hat from the Orpet ash pite he reported 
as 49 per cent potassium cyanide, the 
Lambert 68 per cent, and the high school 
specimen 9t. per cent. 

“The potassium,” he said, “ was de- 
termined by a qualitative ‘method, and 
no attempt was made to @etermine it 
quantitatively.’ 

MR. JOSLYN—Doctor, why didn’t you 
try to determine the presence of potas- 
sium quantitatively? A.—I understood 
that*potassium cyanide is the commonest 


form; that it is frequently used in 
shops——”’ 
This answer was 6B@ected to, and Judge 


Donnelly sustained the objection. 

Mr. Josiyn’s question was repeated. 

A.—I calculated it in terms of potassiym 
cyanide because I had determined the 
presence of potassium qualitatively and 
understood potassium cyanide to be the 
commonest form. 

Q.—Did you make any examination at 
any time for the presence of sodium? A, 
—I did not. 


Cyanogen Alone Oounts. 


Q.—Ha've you an opinion.as to whethe 
the condition found in Marion Lambert's 
stomach might have been produced by 
the material from the Orpet ash heap? 
A.—My opinion is that it might. The 
sodium content of the stomach was not 
determined. The amount of sodium or 
potassium in the stomacn would have 
nothing to do with the agency pat caused 
death. . 

Q.—Neither the sodium nor the potas 
sium cause death? A.—No; It is the 
cyanogen element appearing as hydro- 
eyanic acid. 

Q.—Did you at any time ‘uring your 
examination of the spots on the coat 
tect any odor of hydrocyanic acid? A.— 
No. ; 

Q.—Any odor of potassium cyanide? 


Q.—Did Dr. McNally say anything to 
you about detecting an odor on the coat? 
A.—He did. 

Q.—Did you then make an examination 
as to whether you could detect.any odor? 
A.—I did. I found none. 

Q.—How long, in your judgment, will 
the odor of potassium cyanide persist? 
A.—F'rom_ a week to several months, 

Q.—In ydur opinion can the odor of 
hydrocyanic gas be detected for as long 
as three months? A.—It eould be.

Mr. Potter (on cross-examination)—I 
think you. testified before that chem- 
istry is an exact science? A.—I don't 
think I used those words, Mr. Potter.: I 
said something to that effect.

/Q.—Any food? <A.—No; certain kinds. 
Q.—Did you find in the stomach the 
kind that would produce potassium? A. 
~—I didn't look for it. . 


Expert Details Findings. 

Q.—O, you didn’t look for it! Upon 
what did! you base the conclusion, which 
you expressed to the coroner and testified 
to in this court, that Marion Lambert 
died of cyanide of potassium poisoning? 
A.—The presence of potasstum in large | 
amounts and the presence of cyanide in 
the stomach indicated conclusively that 
she died of potassium cyanide poisoning 
Microscopic examingtion of the stomach 
contents showed no muscle or meat fiber 
indicating the presence of ham or other 
cured meats, that might have introduced 
potassium. Nevertheless potassium was 
found in appreciable quantities. I could 
not reach any other conclusion—and no 
one could have reached any other con- 
clusion—than that cyanide of potassium 
caused her death. 

On the basis of Dr. McNally’s quan- 
titative analysis, Dr. Webster said there

U.S. MOVING TO 
STOP SPREAD OF 
INFANT PLAGUE 


Federal Health Service Will 
Send Six of Its Experts 
to New York. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, DL. ©, July 7.—(Special.] 
~The United States public health service 
today pitched tnto the work of restrict- 
ing the infantile paralysis epidemic at 
New York. 

At a meeting of the board of commis- 
sioners of the health service a decision 
was reached to send six of the most noted 
specialists among its great list of sur- 
geons to New York to cotperate with the 
city and state health authorities in béth 
laboratory and field work. Each one of : 
these men has had experience in dealing 
with infantile paralysis epidemics. 

In addition, Assistant Surgeon Genera! 
Rucker, who is in charge of the division 
of quarantine, was ordered by Secretary 
of the Treasury McAdoo to go to New 
York to confer with Health Commissioner 
Emerson there on methods of restricting 
the spread of the disease. 


How to Fight Plague. 

During the day many local and state 
health officers received from the surgeon 
general here the following instmuactions: 

‘“‘Infantile paralysis should be made 
a notifiable disease. Isolate all affected 
persons, preferably in a hospita]. Sick 
rooms should be screened and kept free 
from insects. Disinfect, by burning or 
carbolic acid, nasal and mouth secre- 
tions and excretions, body secretions 
and excretions, and all bed clothing 
Limit contacts and contf6! all their 
movements. Carriers can be determined 
by inoculation of monkeys. Reduce all 
dust and thoroughly disinfect rooms ore 
cupied by patients and contacts. Dis- 
courage all public gatherings, especially 
of children.”’ ; 


Drop Plea to Red Cross. 

New York, July 7.—Health authorities 
of New York decided late -tonight to 
abandon, for the present at least, a plan 
decided upon in the afternoon to appeal 
to the American Red Cross for nurses 
to aid tn stamping out the scourge of 
infantile paralysis in this city, which 
since June 1 has caused 196 deaths among 
children.

Dr. Robertson said that Chicago need 
not be alarmed. He declared that the 
disease has not exceeded the normal in 
Chicago. Only four cases are on the 
books now. 

An investigation in the case of Charies 
Wenz, a 3 year old boy, who died on 
Thursday, proved that he was a victim 
of cholera infantum. The case of Mildred 
Provus, 5 year old daughter of Max Pro- 
vus of 863 North La Salle street, is under 
investigation.

THE MEXICAN SITUATION. 

It is said that European diplomats were instru 
mental in impressing Sefior Carranza with the inex- 
pediency of precipitating hostilities with the United 
States. The report is plausible, not to say certain. 
Armed intervention would put an end to Sefior 
Carranza’s career, and it would also put an end to 
a situation in which the United States may almost 
be said to have a maximum of responsibility and a 
minimum of control. 

If the sudden curtain of concjliatory phrases 
which Sefior Carranza and Secreta Lansing have 
dropped before the sinister farce o their preceding 
diplomacy conceals from us this important truth, we 
shall presently have it lifted on a scene more serious 
than any we have encountered in our Mexican rela- 
tions. The administration has pursued a policy of 
optimistic self-deceit too long and is only too likely 

to keep its head in the sand. But there are men 
‘ congress who are not deceived, and they should 
challenge the policy of drift and force the facts into 
discussion. 

The United States has now a maximum of re- 
sponsibility with a minimum of control. We are 
responsible for the withholding of pressure by Eu- 
ropenn governments for the protection of the lives 
and property of their nationals in Mexico. We are 
responsible for the’ recognition of Qarranza, which 
vas followed by the governments of the powers. 
We are in the position of a trustee, and Carranza 
has demgygtrated that he and his party will not 
recognize our service to them or respect our re- 
sponsibility for them. Only a striking military 
demonstration, accompanied by the urgencies of Eu- 
ropean diplomats, has induced him to leave off, for 
the moment at least, an insolent provocation which 
was piercing even the incurable complaisance or fore- 


’ ing the political expediency of the administration. 


This situation promises the maximum of advan- 
tage to European governments. Our responsibility 
to them continues; our power to shape events re- 
mains feeble. If Carranza’s authority can be per- 


“petuated but not strengthened and the state of ap- 


prehension and hostility between him and Wash- 
ington, kept up behind a mask of conciliation, while 

Surgpean diplomats ingratiate themselves with and 
obtain an increasing influence over the de facto gov- 
ernment, our position will become steadily weaker 
and drift beyond our control. 

Armed intervention or even a vigorous diplomatic 
intervention, backed as it must be by military 


readiness, would change all that. Our control would 


then approximate and indeed equal our responsibil- 
ities and interests. 

The spectacle of Secretary Lansing and Carranza 
attempting to bow the Mexican problem off the 
stage, like an Alphonse and Gaston of diplomacy, 
ought not fo deceive us for a moment. The other 
day they were exchanging insults and threats, and 
the underlying factors of our dangerous and difficult 
situation have not since changed. 

Armed intervention would somewhat tarnish the 
Democratic slogan of the coming campaign, “ He 
kept us out of war,” whereas a truce which would 
‘only postpone a solution of the real difficulties of 
the Mexican problem could be made very useful as 
another diplomatic victory. But the guard has not 
been mobilized at great expense and the country 
brought to the brink of war to provide the admin- 
istration’s needy policy with a fallacious triumph. 
If the nation is at this moment capable of intel- 
ligent forethought and is not drugged by a com- 
fortable delusion of peace and perpetual wellbeing, 
it will insist that having fumbled and blundered and 
postponed for three disastrous years with tie final 
result of placing the country in a position of maxi- 
mum responsibility and minimum influence, the ad- 
ministration now progeed to get to grips with Mex- 
ican conditions. We have an army now in hand, 
and we have witnessed the salutary impression it 
has made. We have a serious accounting to face 
and further delay and evasion are without excuse. 
The Mexican question is not a border police ques 
tion. It is nothing less than a question of the reor- 
ganization of Mexico. The quicker Mr. Wilson real- 


_ izes or admits this and makes an end of intervening 


without intervention, hostilities without war, diplom- 
acy without consequence save further confusion, 
the neareg we shall be to a durablé peace. 

Mexico is our exposed flank. That is known to 
every government of consequence in the world. ‘It is 
time to realize it in Washington. 


THE REGULAR. 


Tt is announged in Washington that the reserves 


of the United States army, who have been passed 
back into civil life to the number of several thou- 
eand in the last two years, will be called into 
service again. National guardsmen who have de- 
pendent families will be allowed to leave the service 
and the men who have had regular army training 
will be brought back into it. 

A regular, sad to say, does not find ordinarily 
that an honorable discharge from the United States 
army is a letter of recommendation when he applies 
for a position in civil life. There is an assumption 
that a man who has had his manhood trained and 
disciplined in the service of the United States is 
proved by that fact to be an undesirable. This is 
probably a remnant of the press gang tradition of 
English history. The English have insisted upon 
regarding a private soldier as a disgraced thing. 
They have learned to regret it. We have borrowed 
the tradition. We may learn to regret it. 

No man has been honorably discharged from the 
Ubited States army but was better when so dis- 
charged than he was when he enlisted. The re- 
serves who will be called ont will surrender the 
positions in civil life which they had difficulty in 
getting. We stispect that they will be treated with 
less than half the consideration which has been 
given the guardsmen taken from civil position for 
military service. They need fully as much consid- 
eration. If employers, whom they serve in the army 
as well as in civil life, Will so regard the fact, some- 
thing will be done for the enlisted men. 

Probably the best army that the United States 
‘could hope for in the present would be one com- 


_ posed of men who, having bad regular army train- |

ing, were in reserve and in civil ‘onan pete 
to call in emergency. 

They would have had a training that the national 

guard cannot afford. They would be real soldiers. 
They would be et the disposal of the nation. They 
would not be a charge on the nation. They would 
be earning their living as civilians in normal times. 
They would be called to the colors in time of need 
and they would know how to go about their busi- 
ness. : 
If the United States were passing back into civil 
life every year 50,000 or 100,000 young men ade- 
quately trained and subject to call it would have 
a real army, which would not impose a great mili- 
tary establishment upon the nation. 

If employers treat regular reserves severely it is 
bound to be a discouragement to enlistment. Young 
men ought to be encouraged to enter the regular 
army, take an intensive period of training, and go 
into reserve formations. They would have the 
training and the consciousness that they were fit 
to serve their country when needed. 


COMPULSORY VOLUNTEERING. 


In one of his recent addresses Mr, Wilson ex- 
pressed his disapproval of compulsory military 
service except by compulsion of public opinion.” 
Since the utterance we have had an example of 
compulsory yolunteering, and few who gave thought 
to its developments will share Mr. Wilson’s prefer-

The situation was this: Because of the refusal 
of congress to accept the estimates of military ex- 
perts as to the number of men required to make 
our regular army large enough to cope with the 
problems of international police immediately before 
us or to serve as a sufficient first line of defenge, a 
hostile development in Mexico compelled the presi- 
dent suddenly to call out the national guard. No 
great peril, like war with a power of our own rank, 
presented itself; but military operations outside the 
boundaries of the United States were imminent and 
it became necessary to make certain that the civilian 
force mobilized could be ordered wherever military 
necessity called for their services. — 

Thousands in the guard were men whose private 
responsibilities and civil occupations were such as 


trained; they were a part of existing military 
organization; they were, in short, part of the 
meager military resources government neglect and 
public indifference had provided for the nation. 

These men were up against a cruel predicament. 
The country is full of men who were younger and 
freer to leave their private occupations,and who 
were equally with them subject to the badic citizen 
duty of national defense. Yet the president had 
called ' them. They were all the country possessed. 

What option was there for these men? What 
was there really voluntary in their situction in the 
sense Of any self-respecting freedéin of choice? Some, 
indeed, refused to take the federal oath because of 
specially acute difficulties or because of selfish mo- 
tives. But these men were only few in the whole 
number who pocketed their losses, accepted in manly 
fashion their sacrifices, and shouldered their un- 
justly apportioned share of the common duty. 

Here was the compulsion of public opinion and 
private conscience. To us it seems a compulsion 
discreditable to the mation which permits it, unjust 
to the individual and wasteful to the country, since 
it disorganizes private life unnecessarily. The sac- 
rifice these men made is honorable to them. But 
it is not honorable to the country, and it is essen- 
tially a fraud. It was not free. It was compul- 
sory. Compulsory universal service by law is an 
honorable compulsion because it is equal and a 
deliberate expression of the principle recognized in 
the fundamental law. Wen the individual obeys 
this he obeys only the equal compulsion upon which 
‘organized society is founded, whereas the compulsion 
of public opinion, which Mr. Wilson imagines pro- 
duces volunteer service, is an unequal tyranny 
which often humiliates and oppresses the individual. 

It is hoped the demonstration of compulsory vol- 
unteering will be one of the benefits—and they are 
few—which, as a salutary lesson, will be derived 
from the mobilization of the national guard. Every 
member of the guard, every man or woman inter- 
ested in his welfare or in the welfare of the coun- 
try ought to enter the fight against a system as 
unjust as it is wasteful and inefficient. ‘ 

Untvetsal compulsory service, such as other 
democracies have established, is the only system 
which will train men at a period of life when they 
can best be trained for their own and the coun- 
try’s good, which will provide an efficient army for 
all our needs at all times, and which will avoid the 
injustice and waste of compulsory volunteering. 
Theorists are conjuring all sorts of objections to it. 
The sound common sense of the nation should de 
mand it and, without further and far harsher les- 
sons, compel its adoption. 


OSBORNE AND HIS ENEMIES. 

Thomas Mott Osborne has been reinstated as war- 
‘den of Sing Sing prison in New York, but the dam- 
age done the name of a man who dfifended politics 
has not been remedied. Osborne’s reputation was 
attacked in the most rascally fashion. The_ Italian 
Camorra seeking to destroy a political enemy would 
have stabbed him in the back. That would have 
been a simple crime. American politics, allowing 
its victim to live, stabs his reputation so that some 
times he would be happier dead. 

If Osborne is good enough to go back in charge 


}of the penitentiary he is so good that his enemies 


ought to be punished. If politics can deter a man 
from the performance of his duty by attacks : jon 
his character, then polities has the upper hand of 
any decent man who happens to offend it.

T was elation of this kind, the feeling expert- 
[ enced on going back to a mental condition we 
have outgrown, which I had in the Patagonian 
solitude; for I had undoubtedly gone back; and 
that state of intense watchfulness, or alertness 
rather, with suspension of the higher intellectual 
faculties, represented the mental state of the 
pure savage.

CARE OF BABY. 

HE following is extracted from 
“Our Babies,’ a thirty-two page 
book telling a pregnant woman 
how to care for herself arfd her baby 
later on: . 

“ CLOTHING—Driring the very hot 
weather infants should wear only a diaper 
and a thin gauze shirt. An abdominal 
binder of thin flannel may be worn by 
childreh under 6 months of age if ordered 
by the doctor. Warm clothing must be 
added if the weather changes. 

‘ Baby’s clothes must be kept clean. 
Soiled. garments should be promptly re- 
moved. 

“ Wetted and soiled diapers should be 
washed with as little delay as possible 
and boiled. Rinse weil and see that they 
are perfectly dry before using again. Do 
not blue. 

‘Never put starched, uncomfortable 
clothes on babies. 

“All clothing should be loose. Don't 
hinder free motion of the legs and arms. 
“ Keep the feet warm and head cool. 

“ Keey the baby cool. Don't dress too 
warm. If the baby is wet with perspira- 
tion he will take cold at the slightest 
draft. 

“In the choice: of matertals for baby’s 
outfit the comparative value of the dif- 
ferent sorts should be taken into con- 
sideration. Wool gives a warmth to the 
| body which is not attained by any other 
| material. It should be mixed with cotton 
or silk, to prevent shrinkage. Cotton is 
preferable to linen, because of its looser 
weave; it allows better ventilation, is con- 
sidered warmer than linen in the cold 
weather and cooler in summer. 

“ All baby’s clothes should be simply 
made, smoothly and loosely. finished 
around the neck and wrist, so as not to 
scratch the delicate skin. Laces and frills 
should be reserved until the childis older. 

*Siips and petticoats made in single 
pieces, with no yokes. The fastenings 
should be with tapes; no pins or buttons 
to be used. 

**During the first year of life it is de- 
sirable that a wool or partly wool shirt be 
worn next to the body, although in the 
very warm weather this woolen garment 
and a diaper may be ali that is required. 
As baby is very sensitive to heat and 
cold, it is very necessary that it be care- 
fully watched, especially in a climate like 
ours, Where the temperature is liable to 
very sudden changes. 

“Soiled or wet clothing should not be 
dried and used again, but should be first 
washed in boiling water or boiled.

“ SLEEP—Babies must be kept quiet. 
1p to 3 years of age children should 
sleep twelve hours at night and have a 
two hour nap morning and afternoon. 

*“ Let it sleep on a firm bed, withouta 
pillow. 

“Keep the bed and bed clothes scrupu- 
lously clean. 


“Cover the bed or crib with menue 


_ — 


netting to shield baby from flies and mos- 
quitos. 

“Never give ‘soothing sirup’ to make 
it sleep. Soothing sirups commonly con- 
tain opium in some form. 

“ Don’t let it suck @ nipple, a ‘ comfort- 
er,’ or ‘ pacifier.’ 4 

‘‘In summer let it sleep In the open alr 
as much as posgible, but protected from 
flies. 

-“ Baby should always He in bed by him- 
self, in a warm, quiet, well Moor aa! = 
room, away from noise; should never 
rocked to sleep. Young babies sleep from 
eighteen to twenty hours out of the twen- 
ty-four. Babies of 6 months need about 
sixteen hours’ sleep, while at 1 year of 
age they ought to sleep about fourteen 
hours. Daytime naps should be encour- 
aged up to 6 years of age.”’

There is 
mo exouse for any pregnant woman not 
to know how to care for herself or for 
any mother not to know how to care for 
her baby.

ERDUN is a name which is to such 
an extent on the lips of people in 
all parts of the worid, in connec- 
tion with its heroic defense by the 
French against the Germans, that 

it may be of interest to the readers of 
Shakespeare to recall that in h'‘s histo- 
rical dramas there figures a British peer 
who bore the title of Lord Verdun. 

In scene 7, act 4, part I of “ Henry 
VI.,” Sir William Lucy, at the close of 
the battle of Chastillon, where the Eng- 
lish, under John Talbot, first earl of 
Shrewsbury, were defeated by the 
French under Dunois, the Bastard of Or- 
leans, asks of the Dauphin Charles the 
fate of the earl, who had been Killed. 
He uses the following words: 

But where's the great Alcides of the fleld, 

Valiant Lord Talbot, earl of Shrewsbury? 

Created for his rare success in arms 

Great earl of Washford, Waterford and 

Valance; 

Lord Talbot of Goodrig and Urchinfield; 

Lord Strange of Blackmere, Lord Verdun 

of Alton; 

Lord Cromwell of Wingfield, Lord Furni- 

vall of Sheffield, 

The thrice victorious lord of Falconbridge; 

Knight of the Order of St. George, 

Worthy St. Michael and the Golden Fleece, 

Great marshal to Henry V1., 

Of all the wars within ther of France. 

The same earldom of Shrewsbury still 
exists, in the person of Charles Henry 
John Talbot, twentieth earl of his line, 
premier earl of England, and hereditary 
great seneschal and lord high steward 
of the kingdom of Ireland. But the 
barony of Verdun of Alton, which seems 
to have been bestowed upon him in 1446 
by Henry VL., along with the eartdom of 
Waterford, has apparently been allowed 
to lapse. At any rate I do not find it 
in the enumeration of the many honors 
of England's premier earl. 

It seems to have been granted to him 
for his services in the wars with France, 
in which the mald of Orleans and Dunois 
were his principal adversaries, and 
while the present Lord Shrewsbury does 
not make any use thereof, yet its asso- 
ciation with the most illustrious of his 
forbears would be sufficient to prevent 
any English commander associated in 
the defense of Verdun from adopting 
its name in conjunction with any title 
bestowed upon him by the British 
crown as, for instance, in the case of 
Field Marshal Lord French, who on 
being elevated to the peerage last year 


selected as his title that of Lord French | 


of Ypres. 

muakespeare lived at a date so much 
less remote than ourselves from the 
reigns of the Plantagenet kings that he 
bad more reliable information of the 
events of those days, and there are 
quite a number of instances in which 
we are obliged to have recourse to the 
works of our immortal bard for data 
omitted by our contemporary record- 
ers of the jhistory of Great Britain.

A few yeers ago he attracted the at- 
tention of bibliophiles all over the world 
and especially in the United States by 
the sale in London of his famous library 
at Newnham Paddox, his ancestral home 
in Warwickshire, containing thousands 
of rare volumes dealing with America, 
including a copy of the first edition of 
Capt. John Smith's ‘“ History of Vir- 
ginia.’’ Newnham Paddox has been in 
the. possession of the Fielding family 
ever since the reign of Edward III., that 
is to say, for nearly 500 years.

Winston Spencer Churchill has been

AN ANDIGNANT PHYSICIAN, 

En Route, Springfleid to the Border, 
July 6.—Editor of THe TRIBUNE: From 
the point of view of a physician and ofa 
member of the national] guard, I wish to 
protest against the methods being used 
in transporting the national guard troops 
to the border. 

It would seem that it was asking enough 
from men who have business and family 
ties which must be broken to drop every- 
thing and go to the border, to undergo 
the privations and work which that en- 
tails, without putting their health in 
jeopardy. And yet that is really what 
has been done. 

After two weeks’ notice to the railroads 
of the necessity for transportation from 
Springfield to the border, the national 
guard forces are being transported in 
day coaches which appear not to have 


| been swept/out for months and with only 


a five gallon water container to each car 
of thirty-four men, no facilities for wash- 
ing or sleeping, nor for the means of keep- 
ing clean that are the first essentials of 
health. And ail this for a four day trip 
just after two weeks of strenuous life in 
a camping ground. 

At the same time the train oh which we 
are traveling is held up every little while 
to allow the passage of trains made up 
chiefly of Pullmans carrying THE PUB- 
LIC, for whom we have made sacrifices 
that they refuse to make, to destinations 
and occupations which will be far less 
trying and arduous than ours promise to 
be, even if we never see active service in 
Mexico. 

The railroads say they cannot get the 
Pullmans or tourists for us; that they 
cannot be secured; yet at the time we left 
Springfield and at the same station there 
were Pullmans standing in the depot tak- 
ing Om passengers for Chicago. The 
railroad companies are using their full 
quota of Pullmans on their regular 
trains, the public that refuses to sacrifice 
and servé are fully supplied for their one- 
oight trips, while those that have sacri- 
fleed are herded like cattle aboard dirty 
day coaches for & three or four day trip.

Cowboys of Southwest Throw 
Steers from Autos—Have 
Wild Mule Race. 


CROWDS SEE HIM TO TRAIN.

Bast Las \Vexas, N. M., vuly 1.—[Spe- 
cial.J—The Southwest todey staged its 
greatest show of the year for Chicago's 
cowboy mayor and the twenty tenderfeet 
Mayor Thompson brought with him. The 
best crowd of the annual roundup was 
out and the honors paid the Chicagoans 
did not end until the train carrying their 
private car was far out across the prairie. 

The entire party of ranchmen from six 
states was at the station with a brass 
band, a few guns, and an unlimited en- 
ergy. Big Bill stood on the rear platform 
and waved his hat as hard as any in the 
crowd. 

“When you come to Chicago just re- 
member I was a cowboy once, he shout- 
ed. 

The cowboys yelled louder than ever 
and the artillery salute began. ‘ You bet. 
we will,’ they responded. 


Thrillers at Roundup. 

For “ Bill Thompson day ”’ there had 
been reserved some of the best stunts of 
the round-up, ranging from the riding of 
frenzied bronchos to bull dogging con- 
tests, in one of which a rider named Slim 
Allen provided the chief sensation. Slim, 
riding furiously alongside an agile steer, 
leaped from his saddle and caught the 
The steer swung so 
sharply that the cowboy flew straight out 
and landed with a thud on the track al- 
most in front of Mayor Thompson's box. 
Then the steer rolled on him, and in the 
glad spirit of the occasion a horse stepped 
on Slim’s stomach. The rider was car- 
ried off and the Chicagoans were con- 
vinced they had seen a tragedy, but ten 
minutes later Slim was back on the track. 

“ Worse than that happens every day,” 
say a native, calmly. 

“ And they talk of the perils of the city,” 
gulped a.Chicage aldermen. 

Auto in a New Role. 

Some of the greatest applause came to 
a youth identified on the program as 
‘*‘ Bugger Red,’’ whose enemies admit he 
is the homeliest man inthe state. Bugger 
‘distinguished himself by bull-dogging a 
steer in an unusual manner. Instead of 
leaping on the steer from the saddle he 
rode up alongside on the step of an auto- 
mobile and made the jump. He had the 
steer in the dust in record time, and a 
little later a crack-shot shattered ranch 
tradition by using the same automobile 
as a mount while he, head down, shot 
glass balls to smithereens. 

The innovation pleased every one ex- 
cept the older cowboys who, with hair 
as long as Buffalo Bill's, stood aloof from 
the motor car. They prefer ponies to 
machinery. The riding of the bronchos 
aroused enthusiasm, even greater than 
that which attended the steer roping, 
and the roping and tying of wild goats 
loosed in the center of the track. 


No Fair Play for Mule. 

The event of the day was the wild mule 
race, and the most thrilling part of this 
was the saddling of the crazy animals. 
A dozen were lassooed and dragged into 
the open area before the Chicago box. 
Then came the job of blindfolding, 
bridling, and saddling them as a pre- 
liminary to mounting, and the circus was 
started. | 

No one knows what a wild mule can 
really do unless he has watched one, and 
twenty Chicagoans acquired ah educa- 
tion. A really lively mule, it develops, 
can exact the attentions of one man with 
a lasso, shutting off the animal's wind, 
two more holding a double halter, one 
gripping the mule’s lips, and one or two 
more calling the mule by the time hon- 
ored method of sinking their teeth in the 
animal's long ears. 

With five or six cowboys thus occu- 
pied, it only needs a couple more to place 
the saddle, but if any others are present 
they can devote their energies to dodg- 
ing the flying hoofs of the beast. There 
is little about riding a wild mule to rec- 
ommend it to the tenderfoot.

The roundup is not yet over, save for 
the Chicagoans, whose stay was limited 
by the need of attending Monday’s coun- 
ceil meeting.

*“ Joe’ Irwin is a familiar figure in Chi- 
cag6’s night life. He is known as a 
heavy ‘spender and hard drinker.

BY JOHN W. ECKHART. 

The board of education and the public 
school system must be kept out of politics 
The absolute necessity of this, without 
any limitation, is fuliy realized by all 
persons whose privilege it is, or has been, 
to be board members. That the condi- 
tion should exist is accepted also in the 
abstract by every individual. 

If the problem before the board, which 
it must solve, is a major one, and par- 
ticularly if it affects employés, the ten- 
dency is the greater to cause political 
pressure—persuasive, if sufficient—coer- 
cive, if necessary—to be applied to the 
board members to control their judgment. 
or to compel their action in the selfish 
interest of employés. 

It makes no difference whether the per- 
son or organization that thus attempts 
to inject politics into the schools be high 
or low, good or bad, reformer or spolls- 
man, the actin is indefensible, But when 
the high (this does not include neces- 
sarily the just), the good (this does not 
include necessarily the intelligent), the 
reformer (this does not include neces- 
sarily the sincere) seek to strangle the

EDUCATORS HEAR 
GOMPERS PRAISE 
TEACHERS’ UNION 


Resolutions Aimed at Chicago 
Fight Urged at Associa- 
tion Meeting. 


TENURE OF OFFICE A TOPIC. 


New York, July 7.—School teachers who 
have organized unions were lauded by 
Samuel Gompers, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, in an address 
here tonight before the National Educa- 
tion association. He declared organized 
labor has nothing to offer teachers ex-~- 
cept “opportunities for freedom.” The 
labor leader warned educators to beware 
of philanthropic onganizatfons and 
“ foundations’’ which seek to dominate 
the educational field. 

“The wage earners are more yitally 
interested in securing the right kind of 
instruction in public schools than any 
other group of citizens,” Mr. Gompera 
said. “The public schools are the only 
institutions available for 
their cniidren and for them. 


Unions and the Schools. 

“You know what the organized labor 
movement has done in this country to Ine 
ject real life problems among the prob. 
lems that must be solved by the public 
schools. You know what the movement 
has done to call attention to the necessity 
for industrial education and vocational 
training. You know how the organized 


‘ labor movement has stood like adamant 


against all efforts to pervert industrial 
education and vocational training along 
lines and tendencies that would make edu- 
cation of this nature only another oppor- 
tunity to exploit the workers. 

“Some among you have turned to the 
labor movement for help and protection 
in your work as teachers. There are 
some who would make you think that by 
casting your lot’ with the labor move- 
ment and solving your economic prob- 
lems through economic agencies you are 
losing dignity and that you will lose your 
standing asa profession. Quite the oppo- 
site is true. 


Dignifies Profession. 

“By recognizing that you have eco- 
nomic problems, and by trying to secure 
remuneration that is in keeping with the 
character and importance of the work 
that you perform, you will be placing 
yourselves in a position whereby you can 
maintain your dignity, for it is idle to 
deny that wages—salaries—enable the in- 
dividual to secure independence and op- 
portunities for freedom. The organized 
labor movement does not seek to make 
any profession less exalted than its char- 
acter justifies, but it endeavors to lift 
every vocation into the spirit, the purpose, 
and the understanding of a true profes- 
sion. \" ! 


Opposed to Foundations. 
“Our experiences with the exploiting 


ensuing year of the then superintendent , 
of schools, Mrs. Ella Flagg Young. One

._ Wheat prices advanced sharply during 
the fore part of the session yesterday, 
being influenced by reports of better de- 
mand for new wheat in the southwest and 
by the higher cables. Later reports 
showed the advance abroad was due to 
the advance in freights chiefly and there 
was considerable selling in anticipation of 
an expected bearish government report. 
Resting prices were %@c to %c higher. 

The government report showed about as 
much increase compared to the June fig- 
ures aS was expected, the total crop being 
placed at 759,000,000 bu, or 44,000,000 bu 
more than indicated last month. The win- 
ter wheat is placed at 489,000,000 bu, oran 
increase of 20,000,000 bu, and spring wheat

June. 


The shipping demand was moderate

Ocean freights have advanced faster 
than prices pon Argentine freights 
also have advanced sharply, whjch tends 
to harden values.
